FRUIT PROGRAM 


New Pact On Pears, Plums, 
Peaches Tentatively Approved 
By Secretary Of Agriculture 


Following tentative approval of the 
new California Tree Fruit Agreement 
by the Secretary of Agriculture yes- 
terday, preparations are under way 
for a referendum among growers of 
Bartlett pears, plums, Elberta peaches, 
and Buerre and Hardy pears. Copies of 
the tentatively approved agreement 
are now being distributed ship- 
pers for signature. 

The new agreement was developed by 
California growers to assist in more 
orderly marketing of their crop and 
‘to enabdle them to obtain more favor- 
able grower returns. It would replace 
the program operating since May of 
1936. and was considered at a public 
hearing February 21-24 in Sacramen- 
to.

Ballots and copies of the agreement 
and order are expected to be mailed to 
growers within the next few days, the 
AAA office at San Francisco announces. 
In the referendum, growers will indi- 
cate whether they favor issuance of a) 
order by the Secretary of Agriculture 
which would make the program ef- 
fective for the industry.
